THIRTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  GENERAL  COMMITTEE 
for  the  Year  1932. 

The  General  Committee  begs  to  submit  toffhe  Governors, 
Donors  and  Subscribers,  its  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1932. 

Her  Royal  Highness  the  Duchess  of  York  has  taken  a 
keen  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year. 
A  message  of  greeting  to  all  the  Patients  was  received  from 
Her  Royal  Highness  on  Christmas  Day,  together  with  a 
beautiful  Tea  Service  for  the  Children’s  Ward.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  is  most  grateful  to  Her  Royal  Highness  for  her  kind 
thoughts. 

The  Committee  warmly  appreciates  the  untiring  interest 
that  Lord  Bethell,  and  also  Lady  Bethell,  takes  in  the  Hos¬ 
pital.  Hardly  a  week  passes  throug'hout  the  year  without 
a  visit  from  His  Lordship.  On  the  Kith  July,  His  Lordship 
and  Her  Ladyship  invited  all  the  members  of  the  Hospital 
Auxiliary  Organisations  to  a  Garden  Party  in  the  grounds 
of  the  Hospital.  This  opportunity  of  spending  an  afternoon 
at  the  Hospital,  and  inspecting  the  different  Departments, 
was  much  appreciated  by  the  many  who  were  present ;  and 
the  Committee,  on  behalf  of  these  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 
thanks  His  Lordship  and  Lady  Bethell  for  their  kindness  and 
generosity. 

It  is  with  sorrow  and  grief  that  the  Committee  records 
the  death  of  Mr.  W.  F.  Poulten,  which  took  place  in  the 
Hospital  on  the  22nd  July.  Mr.  Poulten,  who  was  a  Founda¬ 
tion  Governor,  and  a  Life  Governor,  had  for  13  years  served 
the  Hospital  as  a  member  of  the  General  Committee,  and 
for  4  years  had  occupied  the  Chair  of  the  House  Committee. 
By  his  death,  the  Hospital  has  lost  a  true  friend,  one  whose 
efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Institution  were  absolutely  untiring, 
and  whose  generosity  knew  no  bounds.  The  deaths  of  Mr. 
Ernest  Edwards,  J.P.,  Mr.  W.  R.  J.  Whitehair,  and  Mr. 
E.  S.  King,  Life  Governors  of  the  Hospital,  and  of  Mrs. 
C.  Boultwood,  have  also  to  be  recorded,  and  the  Committee 
expresses  deep  sympathy  with  the  relatives  of  this  Lady  and 
these  Gentlemen. 

The  Committee  places  on  record  its  deep  appreciation  of 
the  many  services  rendered  by  Miss  Jessie  Wilson  as  a 
member  of  the  Governing  Body.  Since  1920,  Miss  Wilson 
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had  been  a  most  enthusiastic  member  of  the  Committee,  and 
her  resignation,  due  to  ill  health,  was  accepted  with  much 
regret. 

The  Committee  tenders  its  hearty  congratulations  to 
Councillor  G.  W.  Boultwood,  and  Councillor  R.  W.  Moger, 
on  their  appointment  as  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  to  Mr. 
M  .  Cahill,  and  Mr.  H.  J.  Clark,  on  their  recovery  from  ill¬ 
ness  which  necessitated  their  admission  to  the  Hospital. 

The  vacancy  on  the  Committee  caused  by  the  death  of 
Mr.  Poulten  has  been  filled  by  the  election  of  his  son,  Mr. 
G.  A.  Poulten.

The  Hospital  has  now  completed  4  years’  work  as  a 
General  Hospital.  In  its  Reports  for  1930  and  1931,  the 
Committee  expressed  optimism  with  regard  to  the  future  of 
the  Institution,  and  in  concluding  its  Report  for  1931,  ap¬ 
pealed  to  every  man,  woman,  and  child  of  East  Ham  for 
their  support,  by  quoting  His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince 
of  Wales  : — 

“In  these  difficult  days  everyone  has  got  to  make 
drastic  economies,  but  I  hope  that,  unless  absolutely  essen= 
tial,  no  one  will  discontinue  an  Annual  Subscription  to 
a  Hospital  or  Charitable  Institution.  Leave  this  cut  till 
the  very  last.” 

That  the  confidence  of  the  Committee  was  justified,  and  that 
the  hope  of  His  Royal  Highness  has  been  realised,  is  shown 
by  the  following  figures  : —

It  will  be  seen  that,  for  the  first  time  as  a  General 
Hospital,  during-  the  year  1932,  the  Income  for  Maintenance 
was  sufficient  to  meet  the  Expenditure  for  Maintenance. 
Bearing'  in  mind  the  financial  and  economic  state  of  the 
country,  the  Committee  experiences  the  utmost  difficulty  in 
finding  words  to  adequately  express  its  gratitude  and  thanks 
to  the  numerous  friends  of  the  Hospital,  both  old  and  new, 
for  the  magnificent  support  they  have  given  during  the  year. 
But  for  this  support,  which  in  many  cases  must  have  meant 
sacrifice,  the  Committee  would  have  been  unable  to  main¬ 
tain  the  high  standard  of  work  of  the  Hospital. 


The  fact  that  the  result  of  the  year’s  work  is  so  satis¬ 
factory  must  not  be  interpreted  as  a  signal  for  the  relaxa¬ 
tion  of  effort.  The  Hospital,  if  it  is  to  give  the  best  of 
service  to  the  sick,  must  be  maintained  in  a  high  state  of 
efficiency.  £19,000  per  year  is  required  for  this  purpose, 
and  the  raising  of  such  a  huge  sum  does  not  permit  of 
relaxation  on  the  part  of  anyone  who  has  the  interests  of 
the  Institution  at  heart. 


The  Pathological  work  of  the  Hospital,  a  most  important 
adjunct  in  the  diagnosis  of  disease,  has  in  the  past  been 
carried  out  by  outside  Laboratories.  This  arrangement 
necessarily  meant,  delay  in  obtaining  the  results  of  the  re¬ 
quired  examinations,  and  did  not  give  our  Medical  Staff 
the  opportunity  of  consulting  with  the  Pathologist,  which 
at  times  is  very  desirable  and  most  helpful.  The  cost  of 
this  work  was  very  heavy,  and  amounted  to  over  £700  during 
the  year  1931.  The  Committee  g'ave  very  careful  considera¬ 
tion  to  this  matter  and,  in  view  of  the  great  advantage  that 
would  be  received  by  the  patients,  and  of  the  economy  that 
would  also  be  effected,  decided  to  establish  a  Laboratory  at 
the  Hospital.  Suitable  accommodation  was  available  ad¬ 
joining  the  Mortuary,  and  this  was  equipped  as  a  Laboratory 
capable  of  dealing  with  any  work  required.  A  Pathologist 
and  a  Laboratory  Assistant  were  appointed,  and  work  com¬ 
menced  on  the  1st  July.  The  cost  of  this  Department  was 
£474  15s.  3d.,  and  the  opening  ceremony  was  kindly  per¬ 
formed  by  his  Worship  the  Mayor  (Aid.  C.  W.  Brading, 
J.P.)  on  the  16th  July,  at  the  Garden  Party  given  by  Lord 
and  Lady  Bethell.

was  resident  has  increased  by  2.1  days.  This  factor  natur¬ 
ally  reduces  the  number  of  beds  available  for  admissions, 
and  is  responsible  for  the  fact  that  1G0  fewer  patients  were 
admitted  to  the  Hospital  from  the  Waiting  Lists,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  preceding  year. 

During  the  year  the  average  number  of  beds  closed  daily 
owing  to  infection  was  .9,  leaving  99.1  available  for  patients. 

Of  this  number,  91.8  were  occupied  ;  in  other  words,  92.6 
per  cent  of  available  beds  were  in  constant  use  throughout 
the  year.  The  number  of  attendances  in  the  Out-Patient 
department  during  the  year,  exceeded  the  number  of  the 
previous  year  by  8,272,  and  was  166  per  cent,  greater  than 
the  number  in  1929.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  improvements 
to  the  accommodation  and  equipment  of  this  Department 
that  were  carried  out  in  1930  and  1931,  and  also  for  the 
extension  of  the  Massage  department  and  the  appointment 
of  an  additional  Masseuse  during  1932,  it  would  have  been 
impossible  to  have  rendered  service  to  so  many  patients.  Of 
the  1,550  In-Patients,  and  9,380  Out-Patients  who  attended 
the  Hospital  during  year,  72.2  per  cent,  were  residents 
of  East  Ham. 

The  Committee  regards  the  increase  in  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  as  an  indication  of  the  usefulness  and  popularity 
of  the  Institution;  and  this  view  is  most  certainly  borne  out 
by  the  great  number  of  letters  that  have  been  received  from 
patients,  expressing  appreciation  of  their  treatment  in  the 
Hospital,  and  of  the  benefit  derived  therefrom.  Extracts 
from  several  of  these  letters  appear  on  page  19,  and  the 
Committee  takes  this  opportunity  of  thanking  these  Ladies, 
Gentlemen  and  Children  for  their  kind  expressions  of  grati¬ 
tude. 

The  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  Income  on  Income 
the  General  Eund  was  £19,858  17s.  4d.  In  the  absence  of 
any  Extraordinary  Income,  this  figure  shows  an  increase 
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of  no  less  than  £3,034  11s.  3d.  when  compared  with  the 
Ordinary  Income  of  the  previous  year,  and  £2,716  11s.  3d. 
when  compared  with  the  total  Income  of  the  previous  year, 
and  exceeds  the  Expenditure  for  the  year  under  review  by 
£869  7s.  9d.  The  following-  fig-ures  show  in  detail  the  In¬

The  reduction  of  3/-  per  week  in  the  total  cost  of  In- 
Patients  has  been  achieved  by  the  exercise  of  strict  economy, 
and  has  not  impaired  the  efficiency  of  the  Hospital  in  any 
form  whatever.  The  total  cost  per  Out-Patient  attendance, 
has  increased  by  1.2  pence,  and  is  a  reflection  of  the  efforts 
of  the  Committee  to  bring  this  important  department  of  the 
Hospital  to  a  high  state  of  efficiency. 

The  Committee  is  most  anxious  to  assure  supporters  of 
the  Institution  that  no  avenue  is  left  unexplored  in  the  hopes 
of  effecting  economy  ;  and  that  their  gifts,  whether  in  the 
form  of  money  or  in  kind,  are  put  to  the  very  best  use  for 
the  welfare  of  the  patients. 

The  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  for  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  the  Hospital,  8  Probationers  completed 
their  training  during  the  year,  and  were  successful  in  ob¬ 
taining-  the  Hospital  Certificate.  These  Nurses  have  now 
sat  for  the  Final  State  Examination,  the  portal  examination 
to  State  Registration. 

His  Worship  the  Mayor,  the  Aldermen,  and  Councillors 
of  the  East  Ham  Corporation,  and  also  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  have  throughout  the  year  given  the  Committee 
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every  possible  assistance  in  carrying-  on  the  work  of  the 
Hospital.  The  Committee  begs  to  express  to  His  Worship, 
its  very  deep  appreciation  of  this  assistance,  and  its  sincere 
hopes  that  this  spirit  of  co-operation  will  not  only  continue, 
but  become  even  closer  in  the  future. 


Organised  by  the  Mayoress,  Mrs.  C.  W.  Brading,  the  Pound  Week 
Annual  Pound  Week  Appeal  was  a  great  success.  Over  5 
tons  of  consumable  goods  valued  at  £177  15s.  lid.,  and 
Donations  amounting  to  £10  IGs.  4d.  were  received  at  the 
Hospital,  between  the  13th  and  20th  June.  The  Committee 
greatly  appreciates  the  tremendous  amount  of  time  and  effort 
Mrs.  Brading  devoted  to  this  Appeal,  and  congratulates 
her  on  the  splendid  result.  The  Committee  thanks  the  Staffs 
and  Pupils  of  the  Schools  who  participated  so  enthusiastic¬ 
ally  in  this  annual  appeal,  and  also  Mr.  F.  Picken,  for  his 
valuable  support.

Kxcept  in  cases  of  emergency,  patients  are  admitted  only  on 
the  recommendation  of  a  Medical  Practitioner. 

Patients  are  asked  to  contribute  according  to  their  means 
towards  the  cost  of  their  maintenance. 

The  Hospital  contains  4  single  bed  Private  Wards.  The 
charge  for  these  rooms  is  5  guineas  per  week.  Special  Nurses, 
Laundry,  Massage,  Pathological  and  X-Ray  examinations  or  any 
Special  Treatment  ordered,  are  extra  charges.  In  addition  there 
is  a  fee  for  the  Physician  or  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  case,  the 
amount  of  the  fee  to  be  arranged  with  the  Physician  or  Surgeon 
concerned. 

The  Hospital  also  contains  8  Curtained  Cubicles  (4  Male  and 
4  Female).  The  charge  for  these  cubicles  is  5  guineas  per  week, 
inclusive  of  any  extras  and  Medical  or  Surgical  fees. 

Patients  will  be  seen  in  private  consultation  at  the  Hospital, 
by  members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  at  a  minimum  fee 
of  1  guinea,  exclusive  of  any  special  investigations  that  may  be 
necessary. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  their  relations  and  friends  on  Thurs¬ 
days,  3-4  p.m.,  and  Sundays,  3-4.30  p.m.  on  production  of  card 
which  may  be  obtained  from  the  ward  sister.  Husbands  may 
visit  their  wives  on  Wednesdays,  8-8.30  p.m.  Special  arrange¬ 
ments  are  made  for  parents  to  visit  their  children. 

Children  under  14  are  not  permitted  to  visit  the  Wards  without 
special  permission. 

Ministers  of  Religion  may  visit  their  parishioners  every  after¬ 
noon  between  3  and  5  p.m.,  and  at  any  other  time  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

No  organisation  or  private  individual  may  use  the  name  of  the 
East  Ham  Memorial  Hospital  for  any  effort  in  collecting  money 
without  permission  of  the  General  Committee,  and  a  Statement 
of  Accounts  of  each  effort  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Hospital  within  a  reasonable  time. 

The  Secretary  will  always  be  pleased  for  the  Hospital  to  be 
shown  to  any  who  are  interested  in  its  work.

Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ended 

31st  December,  1932. 

In  submitting  the  Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Society,  the 
Executive  Committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  it  was  pos¬ 
sible,  during  the  year  under  review,  to  make  contributions  towards 
the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital  equal  to  those  made  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  and  amounting  to  £1,100,  so  that,  previous  contri¬ 
butions  having  amounted  to  £5,000,  the  Hospital  has  received 
£0,100  as  a  result  of  the  House  to  House  Collections  taken  by  the 
Society. 
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The  Committee  have,  however,  to  express  regret  at  a  falling 
otT  in  the  annual  total  of  the  collections  as  the  amount  collected 
in  the  year  was  £871  7s.  8d.,  whereas  in  1931,  £948  Os.  3d.  was 
collected. 

The  Ward  totals  of  the  collections  during  the  year  are  shown 
in  the  Summary  of  Ward  Collections  from  7th  February,  1927, 
to  31st  December,  1932,  which  is  appended  to  this  Report  (see 
page  81)  because  the  Committee  think  it  will  be  of  great  interest 
to  members  and  supporters  of  the  Society.  The  Summary  shows 
that  £6,310  7s.  lOd.  was  collected  in  that  period  but,  unfortun¬ 
ately,  it  also  shows  that  there  has  in  recent  years  been  a  con¬ 
tinuing  decrease  in  the  annual  totals  of  the  collections,  as  well 
as  showing  that  the  amounts  collected  in  several  Wards  compare 
unfavourably  with  results  in  other  Wards,  and  the  Committee  hope 
that  the  manner  in  which  the  figures  of  the  W ard  Collections  are 
now  presented,  will  secure  from  present  members  and  supporters 
of  the  Society  increased  assistance  with  the  collections  and  also 
secure  additional  members  and  supporters. 

So  far  as  the  past  year  is  concerned  it  can  be  seen  from  the 
summary,  that  Greatfield  was  the  only  Ward  to  show  an  increase 
in  the  amount  collected  over  that  of  the  previous  year,  although 
it  can  also  be  seen  that  the  totals  of  Wall  End,  South  and  Little 
Ilford  Wards  were  but  little  less  than  their  totals  in  1931. 

It  should  be  said  further  concerning  the  Summary,  that  the 
aggregate  of  the  collections  in  W all  End  Ward  reached  a  figure 
which  placed  that  Ward  in  the  position  Plashet  Ward  held  in  the 
table  of  collections  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year  (i.e.,  second) 
and  that  both  South  Ward  and  Little  Ilford  Ward  also  secured 
improved  positions  in  the  table,  in  each  case  one  higher  than  at 
the  end  of  1931. 

The  Committee  do  not  think  the  summary  can  usefully  be  sup¬ 
plemented  by  further  comment,  but  they  feel  that  if  the  Society 
were  given  all  possible  support  by  those  residents  of  East  Ham 
who  regard  the  Hospital  as  being  worthy  of  assistance,  the  House 
to  House  Collections  would  be  very  considerably  increased,  and 
they  earnestly  appeal  for  additional  members  of  the  Society  to 
assist  in  organising  and  taking  the  collections.  There  is  particular 
need  for  such  an  increase,  for  without  it  the  financial  support  the 
Society  has  hitherto  given  to  the  Hospital  cannot  be  continued  to 
the  same  extent.  This  is  clearly  demonstrated  by  the  No.  2  Ac¬ 
count  (Collection  Account),  in  the  Accounts  submitted  with  this' 
Report  (see  page  82),  which  shows  that  the  balance  in  hand  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  less  than  the  amount  taken  from  the  com¬ 
mencing  balance  in  order  to  pay  the  £1,100  to  the  Hospital. 


The  Committee  regret  that  there  was  also  a  reduction  in  the 
balance  remaining  in  hand  on  the  No.  1  Account  (Working  Ex¬ 
penses  Account).  The  fact  that  for  several  years  past  income  has 
been  much  less  than  expenditure,  has  caused  the  Committee  some 
concern,  as  the  policy  of  the  Society  that  every  penny  of  the  House 
to  House  Collections  shall  be  paid  to  the  Hospital,  makes  it 
particularly  important  that  income  is  received  sufficient  to  meet 
expenditure.  Careful  supervision  in  the  past  year  resulted  in 
reducing  it  by  about  £25  compared  with  1931,  and  even  then  it 
fell  short  of  income  bv  more  than  £40,  but  to  limit  the  expenditure 
on  the  chief  item  of  expense — Printing  and  Advertising — also 
limits  the  scope  of  the  work  of  the  Society,  and  the  Committee 
therefore  urge  members  to  give  the  utmost  support  to  social 
events  arranged  by  the  Society  so  that  they  may  yield  increased 
profit  and  they  hope  that  in  the  future  there  may  be  an  increase 
in  the  amount  of  donations  received  towards  working  expenses. 

The  Accounts  show  that  the  Samaritan  Fund  has  been  very 
little  affected  in  the  past  year  and  it  is  satisfactory  that  the 
circumstances  of  members  appear  to  have  been  such  that  the 
demand  on  this  fund,  instituted  to  provide  assistance  for  collectors 
who  might  be  in  need  of  help,  was  negligible. 

There  was  also  only  very  little  demand  for  the  vouchers  which 
the  Society,  under  an  arrangement  with  the  General  Committee 
of  the  Hospital,  is  in  a  position  to  issue,  in  approved  cases,  for 
treatment  at  the  Hospital,  without  payment,  of  regular  contributors 
to  the  House  to  House  Collections,  and  the  Executive  Committee 
trust  that  this  advantage  to  be  derived  from  contributing  regularly 
to  the  collections  will  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

The  Committee  have  noticed  with  satisfaction  the  continued 
improvement  of  the  Out-Patients  Department  of  the  Hospital,  a 
matter  upon  which  the  General  Committee  of  the  Hospital  can 
be  congratulated  as  having  been  the  means  of  reducing  to  a  very 
considerable  extent  the  dis-satisfaction  which  at  one  time  was 
freely  expressed  with  the  conditions  at  that  Department. 

It  has  also  given  the  Executive  Committee  satisfaction  to  learn 
that  in  the  1932  year,  the  income  of  the  Hospital  exceeded  the 
cost  of  maintaining  it,  and  the  Society’s  Collectors  and  the  con¬ 
tributors  are  entitled  to  claim  to  have  played  a  big  part  in  attain¬ 
ing  that  desirable  position.  Nevertheless  it  must  be  remembered 
that  the  Hospital  is  still  handicapped  by  the  burden  of  debt  to 
the  extent  of  about  £21,000  and  there  is  therefore  urgent  need  for 
the  work  of  the  Society  to  continue  and  to  be  carried  on  with  such 
energy  and  enthusiasm  as  will  enable  further  substantial  financial 
support  to  be  given  to  the  Hospital. 
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The  Committee  think  that  before  proceeding'  to  make  the  cus¬ 
tomary  review  of  the  social  side  of  the  Society’s  activities  during 
the  year,  they  should  express  thanks  to  those  members  of  the 
Society  who  assisted  with  taking  the  collection  for  the  Hospital 
at  the  West  Ham  United  Football  Club  Ground,  and  mention 
should  also  be  made  of  the  further  assistance  derived  by  the  Hos¬ 
pital  by  means  of  the  Cup  presented  by  the  Society  for  the  “East 
Ham  Memorial  Hospital  Thursday  Cup  Competition’^’  from  which, 
as  in  previous  years,  the  Hospital  received  a  donation. 

Turning  to  the  Social  events,  the  Committee  are  glad  to  be 
able  to  report  that  those  which  are  regarded  as  the  most  important 
events  of  the  year — the  Outing,  the  Dinner,  and  the  Garden 
Party  at  Durban  House — were  highly  satisfactory.  The  Outing 
— to  Hertingfordbury — was  pleasing  in  every  respect,  and  the 
Annual  Dinner,  at  the  Harmonic  Hall,  was  thoroughly  enjoyable 
to  a  large  company  which  included,  as  the  guests  of  the  evening, 
the  Greatfield  Ward  Collectors,  in  recognition  of  that  Ward  being 
the  first  in  which  £1,000  had  been  collected.  The  Durban  House 
Garden  Party  was  a  well  arranged  and  profitable  event,  and  an¬ 
other  Garden  Party  held  in  the  grounds  of  the  Hospital  provided 
pleasing  entertainment,  as  well  as  affording  a  considerable  number 
of  people  an  opportunity  of  a  better  knowledge  of  the  Hospital, 
which  is  undoubtedly  a  means  of  securing  support  for  it.  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  the  usual  Dance  at  the  Town  Hall  was  not  a  success, 
but  some  compensation  for  this  was  derived  from  a  successful 
Dance  held  by  the  Society  at  St.  Antony’s  Hall,  Forest  Gate,  and 
the  Committee  have  to  thank  the  Old  Patients’  Association  of  the 
Hospital  for  giving  the  Society  the  opportunity  of  holding  that 
Dance.  An  American  Tea  held  at  the  house  of  Mrs.  Owen  was 
also  a  pleasing  event,  and  other  social  events  were  the  Socials  held 
in  various  Wards,  for  the  entertainment  of  members  and  their 
friends,  which  were  the  means  of  providing  several  happy  even¬ 
ings.  The  Committee  feel  that  they  should  record  their  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  services  of  the  Social  Committee  in  connection  with 
these  and  other  functions  and  that  they  should  make  special  men¬ 
tion  of  Mrs.  Turner,  Airs.  Bell,  Mrs.  Jermy  and  Mrs.  Waller, 
who  have  continued  to  render  valuable  help  by  acting  as  a  Cater¬ 
ing  Committee,  and  of  Mrs.  Owen  for  her  special  assistance  with 
the  American  Tea. 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that  Alderman 
C.  AV.  Brading,  J.P.,  whilst  Alayor  of  the  Borough,  associated 
himself  with  the  work  of  the  Society,  and  they  are  glad  to  be 
able  to  record  that  his  interest  and  support  have  continued  since 
he  ceased  to  hold  office  as  Alayor. 

The  Committee  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Hospital,  Mr.  N.  A. 
Papworth,  J.P.,  and  Mr.  Reginald  Perry,  the  Secretary,  for  as- 


sistance  readily  given  whenever  required.  They  also  thank  the 
General  Committee  of  the  Hospital  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital 
Board  Room  for  meetings,  and  acknowledge  the  indebtedness  of 
the  Society  to  the  “hast  Ham  Echo”  and  the  “Stratford  Express’’ 
for  publicity  services. 


I  he  (  ommittee  also  acknowledge  indebtedness  to  all  those 
who  contributed  to  or  assisted  with  the  entertainments  arranged 
bv  the  Society  and  whilst  they  think  they  should  specially  mention 
Miss  Maude  Wells  and  her  pupils,  who  at  all  times  have  shown 
themselves  ready  to  help  the  Society  in  this  respect,  they  realise 
that  there  are  many  others,  whose  names  are  too  numerous  to 
mention,  who  are  deserving  of  best  thanks.

1  he  Committee  also  expresses  appreciation  of  the  services 
rendered  by  the  Ward  organisers  and  Supervisors  and  the  officers 
of  the  Society  and  particularly  the  work  of  Mr.  A.  L.  Waller  who, 
for  yet  another  year,  has  acted  as  Honorary  Secretarv  in  his  usual 
efficient  manner. 


Finally,  the  Executive  Committee,  realising  that  the  collectors 
are  engaged  on  work  which,  if  not  difficult,  is  sometimes  dis¬ 
couraging,  and  often  involves  sacrifice  of  personal  comfort,  offer 
special  thanks  to  them  and  hope  that,  keeping  in  mind  the  fact 
that  the  work  has  provided  the  Hospital  with  no  less  than  £6,100, 
every  collector  will  be  able  to  feel  that  it  has  been  well  worth 
doing  and  is  worth  continuing. 

To  the  many  contributors  to  the  collections,  the  Committee 
tender  grateful  thanks  for  their  practical  help  and  their  encourage¬ 
ment,  and  trust  that  the  work  of  the  Societv  will  be  regarded  as 
deserving  of  continued  support.

Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ended 

31st  December,  1932. 

Do  any  of  us  realise  that  the  Linen  League  is  eleven  years 
old?  Quite  grown  up! — yet  it  seems  but  yesterday  we  were 
celebrating  our  first  birthday,  looking  into  the  future  hopefully, 
though  wistfully,  bur  knowledge  being  only  to  be  gained  by 
experience. 

However,  as  Clough  says — 

“The  Past  is  something 
But  the  Present  more” 

so,  let  us  take  a  resume  of  the  Present  which  already  has  be¬ 
come  the  Past,  beginning  with  the  Annual  Meeting  of  1932, 
our  tenth  Birthday,  so  to  speak. 

Of  course,  we  had  a  Birthday  Party,  and  were  able  to  welcome 
many  guests,  besides  the  members  of  our  own  immediate  circle.

And,  since  no  Birthday  is  properly  organised 
without  presents,  the  following  members  attended  very  generously 
to  this  part  of  the  programme,  /.e.,  Miss  Olive  Phillips,  who 
brought  six  beautiful  woolly  coats  lor  children ;  Mrs.  Poulten, 
£5  10s.;  Mrs.  Miller,  8s.;  Mrs.  Jordan,  £2  10s.,  and  Mrs.  H. 
Williams  £2  2s.,  the  two  last  ladies  having  collected  the  money  at 
their  “Table.” 

The  next  public  function  was  the  Social  and  Dance  in  March, 
when  a  most  enjoyable  evening  was  spent.  Indeed,  these  “Socials” 
give  so  much  pleasure,  and  have  grown  so  popular  that  they  seem 
to  have  come  to  stay — great  appreciation  being  accorded  the 
efforts  of  the  Social  Sub-Committee,  Mrs.  Bardsley-Cragg,  Mrs. 
Manning  and  Mrs.  Patterson — with  Mrs.  Stables  as  their  convener. 

Earlier  in  the  year  Matron  invited  both  Committees  to  tea 
in  the  Boardroom,  quite  a  delightful  afternoon  being  spent. 

Matron  made  a  very  charming  little  speech  to  her  guests,  and 
kind  reference  to  the  work  of  both  branches  of  the  League  was 
made  by  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Hospital,  who  had  been  invited  to  meet  their  co-workers. 

The  lovely  sunshine  of  May  reminding  the  members  of  pleasant 
hours  by  the  sea,  the  Annual  Excursion  was  duly  discussed ; 
ultimately  arrangements  being  made  to  visit  Southsea  by  Coach 
during  June.  Accordingly,  on  June  21st,  a  large  number  of 
members  and  friends,  including  the  Officers,  filled  two  coaches, 
en  route  for  the  sea,  and  a  day  of  happy  memories  was  spent. 
A  most  enjoyable  lunch,  served  in  the  ideal  surroundings  of  the 
“Savoy  Cafe,”  was  highly  approved  by  all  the  party — pleasure 
being  enhanced’  by  the  receipt  of  the  President,  during  lunch,  of  a 
telegram  bringing  Mr.  Cahill’s  greetings  to  the  Linen  League. 

In  July  last  the  opening  of  the  Pathological  Department  by 
Alderman  Brading  (the  year's  Mayor)  was  made  an  occasion  for 
the  Hospital’s  President,  Lord  Bethell,  with  his  unfailing  gener- 
ositv,  to  invite  Hospital  workers  to  a  Garden  Party  in  the  grounds. 
Many  Linen  League  members  were  honoured  by  being  amongst 
His  Lordship’s  guests,  and  a  very  enjoyable  afternoon  was  spent. 

But,  while  records  of  playtime  are  interesting  and  make  pleas¬ 
ant  reading,  it  is  by  means  of  its  work-a-day  life  that  the  League 
justifies  its  existence. 

Its  members  realise  the  truth  of  the  phrase — old,  yet  ever 
new — 

“In  combination  of  co-operation  is  known  and  found  the  ful¬ 
ness  of  human  energy”;  and  herein,  perhaps,  lies  the  secret 
of  an  undeniable  fact,  that,  never  yet,  have  we  needed  to  refuse 
the  Hospital  anything.

Thereby  hangs  a  gratifying  little  incident,  quite  worthy  of 
being  incorporated  in  the  Report. 

Some  months  ago  new  curtains  were  badly  needed  for  the 
Boardroom,  etc.,  and,  as  a  matter  of  course,  the  Board  appealed 
to  the  Linen  League.  Equally  as  a  matter  of  course,  and  true 
to  its  creed,  the  League  agreed  to  come  to  the  rescue,  but  being- 
unable  to  use  ordinary  funds  for  such  a  purpose,  set  about  arrang¬ 
ing  special  efforts  to  raise  the  necessary  money. 

This  high  endeavour  so  appealed  to  Mr.  .Skinner — a  member 
of  the  Board,  and  always  a  warm  partisan  of  the  Linen  League’s 
work — that  he  requested  the  League’s  President  to  purchase  the 
curtains  and  send  the  account  for  £4  3s.  2d.  to  him  ! 

1932  promised  to  be  a  “lean  year’’  for  the  League  and  bud¬ 
getting  required  much  care.  But,  due  to  wise  expending  of 
money,  and  the  skill  of  a  most  capable  Chancellor  of  the  Ex¬ 
chequer,  the  year  has  been  better  than  our  fears. 

The  financial  side  of  our  work  would  be  wellnigh  impossible 
but  for  two  factors — 

1.  the  generosity  of  the  subscribers,  who  give  in  money  and 

kind ;  and 

2.  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Poulten. 

The  Linen  League  has  no  hesitation  in  awarding  the  palm — 
indeed  it  does  so  with  very  real  pleasure — to  one  who  seems  to 
have  reduced  the  raising  of  money  to  a  fine  art  !  And  yet  there 
is  no  royal  road  to  this  wonderful  achievement ;  such  success  does 
not  come  by  chance,  nor  good  luck,  but  is  merely  a  direct  result 
of  sheer  grit,  indomitable  pluck,  and  distinctly  original  ideas. 
Cement  these  forces  with  endless  hard  work  and  the  curtain  is 
drawn  aside  from  Mrs.  Poulten’s  secret!  All  honour  and  grati¬ 
tude  to  her  that  this  rare  combination  is  devoted  to  the  Linen 
League  !  ! 

Mention  must  be  made  of  the  Committee  which,  in  so  many 
ways,  is  a  valuable  asset — in  collecting  all  the  subscriptions  and 
keeping  absent  members  “in  touch’’;  a  continual  task. 

Also  the  Committee  attends  the  working  parties  95%  strong; 
sewing  and  knitting  with  the  best.  Indeed,  should  a  Committee 
meeting  need  to  be  held  on  Tuesday  afternoon  the  exodus  into  the 
Committee  room  depletes  the  number  of  members  left  behind,  to  a 
somewhat  alarming  extent  ! 

Then  too,  when  special  efforts  are  on  foot,  the  Committee  may 
be  relied  upon  to*  lead  the  way — with  everybody  else — giving  not 
alone  in  money  but  in  kind.  For  instance,  Mrs.  Rust  frequently 
presents  large  consignments  of  tea;  others  swell  the  funds  by 
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providing  articles  to  sell  or  raffle  ;  or  in  collecting  silver  paper — 
and  in  this  connection,  we  are  indebted  to  Miss  H.  C.  Elsey  of 
the  “Plashet”  School  for  a  huge  sackful  of  the  aforesaid  silver 
paper. 

Two  other  friends  of  the  Linen  League  deserve  “honourable 
mention”,  Mr.  Cahill,  whose  continued  kindness  is  too  well-known 
to  need  underlining,  and  to  whom  we  offer  sincere  thanks  and 
warmest  congratulations  upon  his  restoration  to  health  ;  and  Mr. 
Manson  who  never  fails  us,  and  who  so  skilfully  dissects  our 
rather  intricate  money  masters  and  puts  them,  year  afer  year, 
into  dignified  and  professional  shape. 

Turning  again  to  the  Committee,  a  small  Sub-Committee 
affectionately  styled  “The  Tea  Committee”  and  consisting  of 
Mesdames  Lunn,  Manning,  Stables  and  Stewart  give  cheer  and 
refreshment  toi  the  working  party  every  afternoon,  all  through  the 
hot,  exhausting  days  of  summer  and  the  bitterly  cold  ones  of 
winter — their  labours  being  much  appreciated,  equally  in  both 
seasons,  by  the  other  workers. 

For  truly,  and  without  any  doubt  these  Tuesday  afternoons 
are  not  “working”  in  name  alone.  Two  sewing  machines  are- 
always  going,  and,  in  addition,  a  tremendous  amount  of  handwork 
prepares  the  finished  article,  which  goes  to  swell  the  big  piles 
taken  across  to  the  Hospital  each  week. 

No  report  of  the  Working  Party  would  be  complete  unless 
mention  were  made  of  the  invaluable  service  rendered  by  Mrs. 
Fennell  and  Mrs.  Bardsley-Cragg.  Their  skill,  expert  knowledge 
and  judgment,  and  unfailing  tact,  all  so  unstintingly  devoted,  is 
largely  responsible  for  the  high  standard  of  results  which  win 
from  the  Matron  a.nd  her  staff  the  “Well  done  !” 

In  the  late  Autumn  the  members  were  gratified  and  honoured 
by  a  surprise  visit  from  Lady  Bethell — in  fulfilment  of  a  long¬ 
standing  promise. 

Her  Ladyship  examined  and  criticised  exhaustively,  eventually 
expressing  herself  as  exceedingly  delighted  with  everything.  Lord 
Bethell  arrived  later  on,  his  words  of  appreciation  being  received 
with  much  pleasure. 

The  year  that  is  just  over  has  brought  sickness  and  bereave¬ 
ment  to  members  at  home  and  overseas,  and  we  share  in  the 
relief  and  gladness  where  long  illness  and  pain  has  yielded  to 
skilled  treatment. 

And,  into  homes  which  the  Silent  Reaper  has  entered,  and 
from  which  he  has  departed,  leaving  only  memories  behind  him, 
our  real  sympathy  also  enters,  offering  such  comfort  as  is  only 
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possible  to  offer  and  to  receive  when  there  is  a  common  link 
binding'  closely  together  those  in  the  shadow  and  those  standing 
by. 

We  draw  “a  little  ring  of  memory”  round  the  names  of  two 
of  our  members — 

Mrs.  Braddick  and 

Mr.  Poulten  < 

— both  our  friends,  whose  “passing  hence”  makes  poorer  all 
Hospital  work. 

Almost  invariably  a  Report  resolves  itself  into  an  appeal,  and 
this  Report  being  no  exception  to  the  rule  concludes  by  putting 
the  pertinent  and  practical  question — “Are  YOU  a  Linen  Leaguer?
